Nothing could so convincingly vin¬ 
dicate the judgment of the city trus¬ 
tees of South San Francisco and of 
the voters here that an up-to-date 
electric fire alarm system was indis¬ 
pensable to the welfare of the city 
than the substantial cut in insurance 
rates as announced. These go into 
effect July 1st. For the residence of 
the town the cut amounts to approxi¬ 
mately 25 per cent, for business build¬ 
ings about 15 per cent, and for fac¬ 
tories about 9 per cent.

“The deceased came to his death 
through rupture of the blood-vessels 
of the brain caused by being struck 
by a United Railroads street car.” 
This was the verdict rendered by the 
coroner’s jury sitting Wednesday 
morning at the Nieri undertaking 
parlors to inquire into the death of 
Pacifico Morazzini of this city, who 
was killed here Monday evening. 

The way in which Morazzini came 
to his death, as brought out in testi¬ 
mony introduced at the inquest, was 
substantially as follows: 

Morazzini kept a dairy in this city, 
and Monday evening after delivering 
milk was on his homeward way, when 
he stopped his wagon in front of Cas- 
sino’s vegetable store on Grand ave¬ 
nue. While standing there, the horse 
became frightened at an approaching 
street car. Morazzini ran in front of 
the animal and took it by the bit in' 
trying to quiet it. During the struggle 
the horse pushed him on the track 
and the corner of the car struck him, 
hurling him to the pavement. He was 
rushed to the South San Francisco 
Hospital, where he died about four 
hours later. He had sustained a frac¬ 
tured skull and ruptured blood-vessels 
of the brain. Following the accident 
the motorman, Arthur J. Bloomfield of 
Sau Francisco, was placed under ar¬ 
rest for manslaughter, and his testi¬ 
mony was not taken at the inquest. 
His preliminary hearing is being held 
this morning (Friday) in Judge E. E. 
Cunningham’s court. 

Pacific Morazzini was 56 years old 
at the time of his death. He had lived 
in South San Francisco for fourteen 
years and owned several pieces of 
property in this city. He leaves a 
widow, Anita Morazzini, and six chil¬ 
dren, Mary, Mariano, Teresa, Borba, 
and Jennie Morazzini and Mrs. Vir¬ 
ginia Caccicci. He was a native of 
Italy. The funeral was held Thurs¬ 
day morning at the late residence, 424 
Baden avenue, this city, in charge of 
S. Nieri. Mass was said at All Souls’ 
Church, following which interment 
took place in Holy Cross Cemetery.

A new ordinance governing the 
weights of loads that may be -carried 
over the highways of San Mateo 
county was adopted by the supervisors 
at an adjourned meeting Tuesday 
morning. The ordinance, which was 
prepared by District Attorney Swart, 
amends Ordinances Nos. 307 and 309 
and limits the loads allowed to be car¬ 
ried, including the weight of the vehi¬ 
cle itself, to 600 pounds upon every 
inch of width of tire, the width of the 
tire being determined by taking the 
measurement of the channel base of 
the wheel carrying the tire. 

The ordinance fixes the maximum 
weight in tonnage allowed on the 
Halfmoon Bay to San Mateo road, in¬ 
cluding the weight of load and vehicle, 
to nine tons, and on the La Honda- 
San Gregorio road, seven tons. Ail 
other roads in the county, the 
weight limit is fixed at eight tons. 

Only one trailer is allowed for each 
vehicle, the weight of trailer and load 
carried thereon being limited to six 
and one-half tons. 

On the roll call adopting the ordi¬ 
nance, all the members of the board 
voted “yes,” with the exception of 
Chairman Thompson. In voting on 
the proposition, Chairman Thompson 
said he believed in the county build?, 
ing roads for the farmers so they can’ 
get their products on the market, and 
not for scenic purposes. 

New County Fire Warden 

Bert L. Werder of Redwood City 
was appointed county fire warden for 
San Mateo county by the board Tues¬ 
day. He will work only when his 
services are needed and will deceive 
a pay of $6 per diem. Werder was 
present at the meeting and took up 
with the supervisors the matter of 
arranging for the necessary equip¬ 
ment for fighting grass and brush 
fires. * 


By the arrest in 
cisco Monday evening of three men 
and a woman, all colored, the police 
believe they have broken up a danger¬ 
ous drug ring that had operated 
among the colored people of the bay 
region. The arresting posse was 
headed by Chief of Police Cavalier of 
Burlingame, and included Constable 
James Wallace and Officer Henry Mc- 
Graw of South San Francisco, Officers 
Oliphant and Jack Theurer of Bur¬ 
lingame and Chief of Police Hirschey 
of Hillsborough. 

The arrests were made at a house 
on Division street, between Crand and 
Miller avenues. The names of the 
four arrested are James Troutman, 
Claude Williams, William Akridge and 
Mildred Wilson. Akridge, according 
to the police, is an ex-convict now on 
parole. 

The trail that led to the arrest was 
picked up in Burlingame last week 
after the robbery of a drug store in 
that city in which $200 worth of co¬ 
caine, morphine and opium was stolen. 
A large part of the drugs taken from 
the store were recovered at the time 
of the arrest and sufficient evidence 
discovered against Troutman to war¬ 
rant a belief that he, at least, was 
mixed up in the Burlingame robbery. 
Clues were picked up that led the 
officers to the tenderloin district of 
San Francisco, then to the house 
where the arrests were made. 

The four were lodged in the Burlin¬ 
game jail on suspicion of being im¬ 
plicated in the drug store robbery, 
but Tuesday morning Akridge was 
released. Later the other three were 
taken to the county jail at Redwood 
City.

One of the boldest robberies that 
has occurred in South San Francisco 
for some time took place at the home 
of R. W. Sweitzer, 458 Grand avenue, 
early Wednesday afternoon. The thief 
or thieves secured about $17 or $18 
in cash, jewelry of a value of about 
$175, and several articles of clothing.

The robbery occurred between 1 
and 3 o’clock in the afternoon.

THE CAVERNS OF LURAY 

I N THE midst of the broad winding 
valley of the Shenandoah River— 
the "Daughter of the Stars” as the In¬ 
dians called it—in northwestern Vir¬ 
ginia, flanked on the east by a line 
of mountains known as the Massa- 
nuttons and on the west by the main 
chain of the Blue Ridge range, Is the 
quaint, oldish town of Luray.

Here the mysterious workings of 
nature have produced a veritable un¬ 
derground fairy palace, with miles of 
passageways lined with an Infinite 
variety of curious, gigantic and won¬ 
derful formations.

The In¬ 
describably fantastic groupings of 
the weird and grotesque formations, 
the beauty and the coloring of the 
titanic tapestry effects and the trans¬ 
lucent and symmetrical arrangement 
appear to be the handiwork of nature 
In a playful mood.

This cavern Is brilliantly electric 
lighted, surprisingly free from damp¬ 
ness—In fact the atmosphere Is pleas¬ 
ingly delightful, the normal, year-round 
temperature Is about 54 degrees and 
the Journey through it an entirely new 
and novel and unusual sensation.

ROSES REQUIRE DRAINAGE 

AND PLENTY OF FERTILIZER 

Cut-flower roses thrive in a well- 
drained soil that is not too dry and is 
well supplied with organic matter. 
The hybrid perpetuals succeed best in 
clay loam or in a soil with a clay sub¬ 
soil, but not so well in gravel soils. 
Many of the tea roses and their 
hybrids succeed in very light lands If 
well supplied with organic matter and 
water, although the ideal soil is a 
loamy one. A welf-enriched soil and 
one reasonably constant in its ability 
to supply the plant with moisture Is 
the chief requirement. On the other 
hand, it must be well drained, as 
roses will not grow when water 
stands about their roots. 

In heavy clay soils or wherever 
water is liable to stand it is desirable 
to provide artificial drainage. This is 
best done by excavating to a depth of 


three feet, placing a 12 -inch layer of 
stones in the bottom, covering these 
with inverted sods, and then refilling 
the bed with well-prepared soil. This 
layer of drainage should be connected 
with some proper outlet for carrying 
off the water. A drain of a similar 
layer of stones one foot or more wide, 
or a tile, should lead to some main 
! drain, a sewer, or to an opening on 
; lower land, so that surplus water will! 
| be carried away immediately. In 
well-drained soils such special pre- 
, caution is not necessary. Sometimes 
j the layer of stones, without the out- 
| let drain, will be sufficient. 

Rotted cow manure is the best fer¬ 
tilizer for roses. Any other well- 
rotted manure or good compost will 
serve the purpose. Fresh manure, 
especially hprse manure, is to be 
avoided. If no other manure is avail¬ 
able, it may be used, but it must 
neither come in direct contact with 
the roots when planting, nor should it 
he used immediately beneath the plant 
inquantity sufficient to cut off direct 
connection with the subsoil and the 
water supply. 

Of the commercial fertilizers, 
ground bone is excellent to add to the 
food supply, but will not answer as a 
substitute for plenty of compost. 
Where it is cheap enough, cottonseed 
meal may be used as a substitute for 
bone. Wood ashes are sometimes a

In the city of London there are hundreds of thousands of people unem¬ 
ployed—five million of them in Great Britain. Empty stomachs are as 
numerous as the leaves upon the trees. 

One section of London is gaunt and filled with misery. There is no work, 
no money, and but little bread. In another section—-the center of aristocracy 
and fashion—gayety reigns supreme. Immense sums of money are spent on 
the pleasures of a single night. It flows continually in the production of so¬ 
cial excitement. There is no want, no hunger, no lack of bread there. 

But are we Americans in a position to criticise England’s aristocracy for 
its frivolity in the face of unemployment and misery? We are not. Millions 
of people are out of employment in this country. Our cities swarm with 
homes where the larders are empty and little stomachs are more so. 

Yet in Atlantic City a prize fight is to be pulled off between an American 
and a Frenchman. Men will journey from every state in the union to see 
that fight. They will pay from $10 to $1000 a seat to see two men beat each 
other up. A broken nose smeared with blood will elicit no feeling of pity or 
concern—only howls of joy or chagrin. 

There will be no empty stomachs at that fight. No little children crying 
for bread will witness that gory contest of brutality. The money spent for 
the privilege of seeing that fight would furnish a royal feast for all of the 
people in the United States who now hunger for bread. Instead, it will not 
allay the sufferings of one. 

No. we are in no position to criticise the English, or any other nation of 
people, so far as squandering our substance and neglecting our unemployed 
are concerned.
